They  were  quickly 
remedied.  Conditions  at  the  cowsheds  were  generally 
satisfactory,  in  spite  of  difficult  conditions  due  to 
shortage  of  labour. 

All  elementary  schools  in  the  district  are  supplied  with 
pasteurised  milk,  pasteurised  and  battled  under  hygienic 
conditions  at  the  wholesale  dairy  of  South  Eastern  farmers 
Limited .
